I have pleasure in submitting my report for the year 1945:- 


SECTION A - STATISTICS AND SOCTAL CONDITIONS OF THE AREA. 


Area (in acres) - 5,242.

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A comparison of the above figures with last year (1944) shows a 
slightly lower estimated population (as against 7,644 in 1944). The 
birth rate is lower than in 1943 (17.790) and 1944 (18.446). The 
death rate is higher than in 1943 (15.212) and 1944 (12.036), which is 
accounted for by the high rate due to diseases of the circulatione 


The death rate of infants under one year is lower than for many ycars 
and is lower than that of the whole country (46). 
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The still birth rate is higher and indicates maternal ill-health, 
which may be due to one or all of several factors, ees actual disease, 
under nourishment, ovorcrowding, overwork and anxiety « It is however, 
slightly lower than last year (53.691) but is higher than that of the 
whole country (0.46 of the total population).

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SECTION C =- SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA. 
WATER .« 


(1) The Water, with the exception of one period mentioned below, 
has been on the whole satisfactory in quality and quantity. The 
exception was during the month of July, during a drought period, when 
there was a failure of one of the pumps at the Pumping Station. During 
this period, to supply the defiosiency, water was obtained temporarily 
from Stockport Corporatione Instructions to boil all drinking water 
were broadcast by advertising in the local press and by means of 
posters and leaflets. 


(2) Bacteriological examinations were made of the raw water and 
water goin; into the domestic supply - 34 samples being examined 
Guring the year. The results of the examinations are appended. 


(3) Lead has not been found in any of the samples examined but 
the action on lead after exposure for 24 hours is shown in the tablese 


(4) Water from the Moorlands Supply is more likely to have 
plumbo-solvent action than that from the Ball Beard or Lowleighton 
supplies, both of which are treated by the soda-ash processe Water 
from Ball Beard Supply which is considerably less plumbo solvent, is 
pumped into Moorlands Supply especially during dry weather, thus 
reducing the plumbo solvencye 
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(5) (a) 89 % of the dwelling houses and 89 % of the population 
of the district are supplied with water direct to each house. There 
are no stand-pipes. 


The results of bacteriological examination show that the water 
at the Gow Hole Adit is almost free from Bacteria and entirely free 
from pathological organisms. This, however, is not the case with 
the water flowing into Ball Beard Reservoir from the Pumping Station, 
indicating pollution seeping into the joints of the rising main. 

The Water at Poppies Tank is more polluted due to it being a surface 
water and so liable to animal and vegetable contaminatione 


The effectiveness of the Bells Filters at both Ball Beard and 
Lowleighton supplies is too variable for complete safety. Invariably, 
the water has been improved by passing through the filters and 
sometimes has been rendered entirely satisfactory at. the outlet in 
water heavily contaminated at the inlet (25.9.1945). On another 
occasion (29.8.1945) with a certainly more contaminated raw water, 
the filters were much less efficient, possibly indicating some lack 
of attention of the filter on that date. 


The water reaching the consumer generally reflects the results 
found at the outlets of the filters, with the exception of Hague Bar, 
where again contamination occurs in the mains. The Moorlands supply 
is bacterliologically and chemically good. 

Nine samples were examined chemically and the results of the 
examinations are goode There is no evidence of contamination either 
of animal or vegetable origin in any of the samples taken but there 
is a considerable amount of hardness least shown in the Moorlands 
supply, which is to be expected in an upland surface watcre

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This report only covers the inspections made by Mr. Hall and would 
constitute about half the total killings for twelve months. The other 
part was inspected on behalf of Chapel-en-le-Frith and Buxton by Mr. 
Howe, M.R.U.V.S. of Buxtone 


The slaughter-house is the central slaughterhouse for the Rural 
District of Chapel-on-le-Frith, the Urban Districts of Whaley Bridge and 
New Mills and the Borough of Glossop. 


The slaughterhouses, bakehouses etc. were duly inspected and 3 cwts. 
49 lbs. of various foods were condemned by the Sanitary Inspoctor. 
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SECTION F_ - PREVALENCE OF, AND CONTROL OVER, INFECTIOUS AND 
OTHER DISEASES. 


The incidence of notifiable infectious disease has been small, 
apart from an epidemic of measles in the early part of the year. 
There were three cases of Diphtheria - two of which occurred in the 
same family and had been immunised in December 1942. They were mild 
in character and unaccompanied by complications. The third case had 
not been immunised. Cases of Diphtheria among the immunised have 
been reported in other areas, and have also been of a mild character. 
They do not affect the undoubtedly excellent results which have been 
obtained by immunisation, in greatly reducing the incidence of 
Diphtheria and the death rate caused thereby in the past. 


DIPHTHERIA IMMUNISATION. 


During the year, 84 children under five years were inmunised and 
5 children between the ages of 5 and 15, a total of 89 during the year. 


We are still far short of the immunisation of 75% of all children 
at the age of one year and continual encouragement is required to 
parents to avail themselves of the facilities for immunisation of their 
children. These are provided free of cost by the Council, both at the 
High Lee Hall Clinic and by arrangement by th parents with their own 
medical practitioners.
